The Council of Architecture, constituted under the Architects Act, 1972 under Ministry' Of Hu man 
Resource Development, Govt, of India, deems it a pleasure to present the Annual Report and 
Audited Statement of Accounts for the financial year ended on 31.03.2011. 

Organisational Structure: 

President Council of Architecture is head of the organization under whose overall charge d 
Conner? functions. Presently Prof. Vijay Shrikrishna Sohoni is the President of the Council of 

Architecture. 

Statutory and Other Committees: 

In order to carry out file objectives of the Act and Regulations framed thereunder, the uouuw! 
constituted the statutory committees, namely, the Executive Committee, which functions as an 
Executive Authority of the Council, Disciplinary Committee, which investigates the complaints and 
holds enquiries relating to professional misconduct of architects. Advisory Committee (Appeals) 
which hears the appeals of the applicants whose applications for registration are rejected. Apart 
from these several other committees are constituted from time to time for particular / special 
purposes. 

Meetings of the Council and its Committees: 

Durinq the year under report, the Council met twice i.e 55 th Meeting was held on 16 th August, 2010 
at Madurai, Tamilnadu and 56 ,h Meeting was held on 4 February, 2011 at Bhubaneswar, Onssa. 

The Executive Committee met four times i.e. 105“' Meeting on 6“ June, 2010 at New Ddhi 106* 
Meeting on 15* August, 2010 at Madurai, 107* Meeting on 26 November, 2010 at New D_.h. _nd 

108 th Meeting on 3 rd February, 2011 at Bhubaneswar, Orissa.

3.0 MEETINGS OF THE DISCIPUNARY COMMITTEE: 


During the year under report, no meeting of the Disciplinary Committee of the Council was 
held as under the Council of Architecture Rules, 1973 as amended in 2009 the Central 
Government has to constitute the same and notify in official gazette. Howeve^till date the 
Central Government has not constituted the Disciplinary Committee and therefore all the 
cases are pending. 


4.0 REGISTRATION OF ARCHITECTS: 

The Council registers a person as an architect under Section 25 of the Act, who r ®sW®® 0I [ 
carries on the profession of architecture in India and holds a recognized architectural 

qualification. 

During the year (I s * April, 2010 to 31 st March, 2011), the Council has registered 3583 
persons as architects and with this as on 31 s * March, 2011, a total* 51516 persons have 
been registered as architects with Council of Architecture. As on 31 March, 2011, 3991 b 

persons hold valid registration with the Council of Architecture. 
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MUTUAL RECOGNITION AGREEMENT WITH BOARD OF ARCHITECTS SINGAPORE & 
OTHER COUNTRIES: 

In terms of the Comprehensive Economic Cooperation Agreement (CECA) signed between 
Government of India and Government of Singapore the Council is negotiating to enter into a 
Mutual Recognition Agreement (MRA) with the Boards of Architects Singapore for 
recognition of Indian architectural qualification and architects to practice in Singapore and 
vice-versa. 

The Council is undertaking negotiations with the Board of Architects Singapore in the matter 
to finalize the MRA for recognition of Architectural Qualifications and Registration of each 
other’s country. 

NATIONAL BUILDING CODE BY BUREAU OF INDIAN STANDARDS 

The Council vide its letter dated 30 th October, 2009, has withdrawn all its nominees from the 
proceedings of the National Building Code (NBC) being prepared by the Bureau of Indian 
Standards' The Bureau of Indian Standards in the proposed provisions of NBC have 
usurped the competence and functions of Architects in favour of non-architects and tried to 
regulate their profession of Architects under the provisions of the NBC contrary to provisions 
of the Architects Act, 1972. 

The PIL filed by Society for Safe Structures for implementation of NBC in Supreme Court 
has been dismissed by the Hon’ble Supreme Court and Writ Petition of Council challenging 
some of the parts of NBC has been directed to be listed before the Hon’ble Delhi High Court 
for disposal by the High Court. 

DISCIPLINARY ACTION ON ARCHITECTS: 

Each and every architect is required to observe and abide by the provisions of the Architects 
(Professional Conduct) Regulations, 1989, as amended in 2003. The Act provides for taking 
action against an architect who is found guilty of professional misconduct upon investigation 

and after providing opportunity of being heard to the architect. 

The Council at its 55 th Meeting considered 2 complaints for professional misconduct against 
architects and one complaint to Prof. U.C. Gadkari for his opinion whether there exists a 
prima case of not and the other complaint was dismissed as no prima facie case was found. 

The Council cautioned 3 Architects who were found guilty of professional misconduct to not 
to repeat such conduct. Further 2 Architects who were found guilty of professional 
misconduct were suspended from practice for a period of one year and one another 
Architect who was found guilty of professional misconduct was suspended from practice for 
a period of 6 months. 

APPROVAL OF NEW INSTITUTIONS IN THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2010-2011: 

During the year under report 27 New institutions were granted approval to impart Bachelor 
of Architecture Courses. In the already existing institutions 3 new B.Arch. degree courses 
and 8 new M.Arch. Degree courses were granted approval. With this, the total number of 
institutions imparting recognized courses in architecture has risen to 186 in 2010-2011. The 
annual intake of students (approx.) Undergraduate (UG) level is 10121, Postgraduate (PG) 
level is 1060 and at Ph.D is 20. 
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9.0 EXTENSION OF APPROVAL FOR THE ACADEMIC SESSION 2010-2011 ONWARDS: 

Council of Architecture granted-extension of approval or otherwise for B.Arch. & M.Arch. 
Courses to 108 institutions for the academic session 2010-2011 as under 

i) Institutions granted extension of approval for B Arch. Course for 20*10-2011 onwards 
with existing or higher intake: 108. 

ii) Institutions granted extension of approval for M.Arch. Course for 2010-2011 onwards 
with existing or higher intake: 20. 

iii) Institutions put on ‘No Admission’ for 2010-2011: NIL 

iv) Institutions put on Withdrawal of recognition’ for 2010-2011: NIL 

The Council has also initiated the process of inspection for the academic session 2011-2012 
of institutions, which are due for inspections. 

10.0 RECOGNITION OF FOREIGN QUALIFICATIONS UNDER THE ARCHITECTS ACT, 1972 
BY THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 

The Council hasr received reference from the Central Government for recognition of the 
following foreign qualifications for the purposes of the Architects Act, 1972:

iv) Bachelor of Architecture Degree awarded by School of Architecture & Building, 
Deakin University, Australia. 

A Sub-committee of foe Council has been examining the above foreign qualifications. 
Recommendations of-the Council in respect of Master of Architecture Degree awarded by 
Imam Khomeini International University, Tehran, Iran, have been sent to the Central 
Government in the Ministry of HRD. 

11.0 CONDUCT OF PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATION BY THE COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURE 
BEFORE GRANTING REGISTRATION AS AN ARCHITECT TO PERSONS POSSESSING 
RECOGNISED QUALIFICATIONS. 

The Council approved the Draft Regulations for conduct of Professional Examination by it 
before registering any person as an architect. The Regulations have been sent to the 
Ministry of Human Resource Development, Govt, of India for conveying the approval of the 
Central Government The President, Council of Architecture has also met Hon’bte Minister of 
HRD for expediting the approval of the Central Government in the matter 

12.0 TRAINING PROGRAMMES: 

7 training programme were conducted for teachers and professional Architects during the 
year. The programmes were attended by 76 participants representing 33 schools of 
architecture and 7 professional offices and institutes across the country at NIASA.

16.0 ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS: 

The Council is assisting a number of promoters for toe conduct of the architectural desig n 
competitions for selection of architects for construction of their buildings, namely, 
construction of National Tax Headquarter Building in New Delhi by Ministry of Finance, Govt 
of India, construction of airport terminals by Airport Authority of India, construction of Annex 
Building by Institute of Nephro Urology, Bangalore and also assisted in framing guidelines 
for appointment of private architects to Govt, of Maharashtra. 

The Council also wrote to several public authorities to appoint architects as per Architectural 
Competition Guidelines and not appointed through tender or bid process on payment of 
lowest fee. The guidelines and inputs required by the promoters and competitors from toe 
Council in the conduct of the competitions were also made available as and when requests 
were received. 

17.0 ENFORCEMENT OF THE ARCHITECTS ACT, 1972 AND REGULATIONS FRAMED 
THEREUNDER: 

Sections 36 and 37 of the Architects Act, 1972, impose prohibition on misrepresentation as 
an architect as well as misuse of title and style Of architect and vtotetion of toe Prohfoitoonis 
a punishable offence. Upon receipt of toe complaints of misuse of trtte 
theCouncil files complaints u/s 39 before the First Class Magistrate for taking cognizance of 

theoffenceS. 

The Council is vigorously pursuing such criminal complaints filed before 

Maoistrate. in New Delhi, against persons who have violated the provisions 

Act, 1972 and misrepresented or misused toe title and style of architect Presently about 13 

complaints are pending for adjudication before the Court. 

Further, a total of about 76 cases are pending in different courts relating to enforcement of 
the provisions of the Architects Act, 1972 and other related matters where .Council is one of 

the parties. ' 

18.0 PUBLICATIONS: 

The Council has been publishing a magazine titled “architect ure - time spaoe &P®^ 
This magazine is being sent free of cost, to the registered architect It prpvidesuseM 
* information about toe activities of toe Council and issues conceming arttoitectural 

and latest technological advancements arid innovations applied. TheCouncil is printing and
